Assassination 
Of McNamara 
Reported Foiled 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP) 
—South Vietnamese authorities 
say they have uncovered a Com­ 
munist plot to kill U.S. Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara on his arrival Tues­ 
day. 
Three men were arrested Sat­ 
urday night as they tried to 
mine a bridge along McNam 
ara’s route from Saigon airport 
into the capital. U.S. Ambassa 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge was ex­ 
pected to accompany McNamara 
on the ride. 
One of the Communist agent 
suspects, identified as Ngy-yen 
Van Troi, leaped from a win­ 
dow at police headquarters to­ 
day, fractured a leg and has 
been hospitalized.

not say 
whether 
alternate 
plans 
had 
been made for McNamara’s ar' 
rival. 
Gen. 
Maxwell 
D. 
Taylor, 
chairman 
of the U.S. 
Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, arrived without 
incident today to join with Mc­ 
Namara in conferences on the 
war 
against 
the 
Communist 
guerrillas. 
*T have come here to get a 
tense of reality about the situa 
lion here,” Taylor said. “That is 
the same reason McNamara is 
coming, too.” 
Taylor, who accompanied Mc 
Namara on previous visits, said 
officials in Washington were en­ 
couraged by the steps under 
taken by Premier Nguyen Kha 
but he added it was too early 
for “comparative statements.”

Balloonist 
Claims 7 
World Marks 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - A 
young 
ex - paratrooper 
who 
soared to 37,000 feet under a 
small plastic balloon returned to 
earth with a claim of seven 
world altitude records and a 
recollection of extreme quiet. 
In his little gondola seven 
miles high, said Tracy Barnes, 
25, there was an “unusual feel­ 
ing of absolute quiet, absolute 
stillness.” 
Barnes said Sunday’s flight 
was successful in all respects, 
and he suffered nothing worse 
than a slight headache. 
His journey in a three-by-four 
foot plastic gondola lashed to a 
30-feet high balloon filled with 
hydrogen began at 5:15 a.m., at 
an airport 12 miles south of Min­ 
neapolis. It ended at 7:30 a.m. 
in a clover field near Mondov, 
Ws., 80 miles southeast. 
The polyethylene balloon was 
fabricated by Barnes at his barn 
workshop in Long Lake, Minn. 
His home is in nearby Orono. 
Barnes’ goal was to smash the 
1840 record of 23.286 feet set by 
the Soviet Union’s Boris Never- 
nov in a small 3A balloon. 
Barnes’ 3A balloon broke that 
mark, he said, and also six rec­ 
ords for larger balloons. These 
were a 1936 mark of 35.607 feet 
sat by I. J. Burzinski of Poland 
and five chalked up by Don Pic­ 
card of Sioux Falls, S.D., in 
1961, at 34,462 feet. 


Khrush Backs 
Arab Claims 


Israeli River 
Diversion Hit 


CAIRO (AP)—Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev gave his support to 
the Arab world today in its op­ 
position to diversion of the Jor 
dan River waters by Israel. 
Speaking to the United Arab 
Republic’s 
one-party National 
Assembly, Khrushchev said Is­ 
rael planned to “rob the Arab 
world of its own water.” 
Khrushchev called on Israel to 
implement U.N. resolutions on 
Palestine, which would reduce 
Israel’s present frontiers. 
The assembly rose en masse 
in boisterous cheering at Khru­ 
shchev’s new declaration of sup 
port for the Arabs. 
The Israelis have announced 
that some time this summer 
they will begin diverting waters 
of the Jordan to irrigate the 
Negev Desert. The Arabs have 
threatened counter action to cut 
off the headquarters of the Jor­ 
dan. 
The 70-year-old premier also 
assailed British occupation of 
military bases in Cyprus and 
Aden. His government supports 
the “just and reasonable” de­ 
mands of local populations for 
the evacuation of these and all 
other foreign bases, the Soviet 
leader said. 
“The presence of foreign ar­ 
mies is the source of danger, 
tension ami disputes between 
countries,” Khrushchev added. 
He denied that there was any 
contradiction between the Soviet 
Union’s stated policy of seeking 
international understanding and 
its shipments of arms to foreign 
trouble spots. 
“It is true that we give arms 
for the struggle against imper­ 
ialism and for the sacred strug­ 
gle of national liberation”, he 
said. “Our armaments will al­ 
ways be available for peoples 
seeking self-determination.” 
The 360 members of the as­ 
sembly cheered and applauded 
throughout the speech, which 
Khrushchev delivered in Rus­ 
sian. It was translated into Ar­ 
abic by a Soviet interpreter.

However, he said: “not only 
do we nave a scientific responsi­ 
bility for doing this research, 
we also have a moral responsi­ 
bility for doing so, even in the 
face oi strong ultraconservative 
opposition.” 
Dagle noted that there have 
been hundreds of examples of 
extra sensory perception report­ 
ed, involving mental contact be­ 
tween persons far apart, clair­ 
voyance 
or

events to come. He conceded 
none have been explained satis­ 


factorily on a scientific bases 
Dagl? said that neither the 
United States nor the Soviet Un­ 
ion has yet put a man in true 
space. 
“While it is true that impres­ 
sive orbital flights have been 
made by American and Soviet 
astronauts,” he said, “it must 
be realized that as they went 
spinning around they still had 
visual reference to mother earth 
below them and they still were 
tied to her gravitational apron 
strings.” 
Dagle said “we can only the­ 
orize as to how an astronaut 
might react when, finally, the 
gravitational strings are sev­ 
ered and he finds himself in the 
apparent center of a dimension­ 
less sphere of black, relieved 
only by sharp pinpoints of light 
from the stars. There will be 
no up, no down, no front, no 
back. 
Dagle said that space travel­ 
ers, to minimize a n y sense of 
disorientation, should be pro­ 
vided with a swift, effective 
means of communicating with 
earth.

Civil Rights Talk 
Said 'Disgusting' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
termed Senate filibustering on 
the civil rights bill “adult de­ 
linquency” today and blamed 
the 81 senators who are not 
from the South for letting it 
run no. 
“It isn’t the South that’s de­ 
laying the civil rights bill,” 
Humphrey said, “ifs the 81 
senators who do not live in the 
South.” 
“What we 
need from

American public is a demand on 
ihe 81 that the Senate start to 
act like a Senate,” Humphrey 
told newsmen. 
Humphrey, floor manager of 
the bill, said he was advocatng 
a massive letter - writing cam­ 
paign by the American public 
and at the same time served 
notice that long sessions were 
back on tap again, starting to­ 
night. 
“I don’t care which way a 
senator 
votes 
for 
the 
bill,” 
Humphrey said, “but this fili­ 
buster to deny the right to vote 
in unjustifiable. This whole pro­ 
cedure is disgusting.”

went into its tenth week today 
with some supporters indicat­ 
ing an abrupt change in strate­ 
gy. 
The new battle plan is to 
pound out a compromise pack­ 
age — outside the Senate cham­ 
ber — and then try to pledge 67 
members from both parties — 
a two-thirds majority — to stand 
solidly behind this on all votes.

Developing in Movies 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Com­ 
mercials in movies, more subtle 
than the kind on television, are 
“busting out all over the Holly­ 
wood scene.” 
That’s the word from a man 
In charge of commercial tie-ups 
for a major studio. Scarcely a 
movie with a modern back­ 
ground is made nowadays with­ 
out an ad of some sort slipping 
across the screen. 
This is a fairly recent devel­ 
opment. During the era when 
major studios controlled most 
filming, the producers main­ 
tained an u n w r i t t e n code 
against 
showing 
commercial 
products in movies. Food and 
liquor containers were masked 
with phony labels. 
A breach of the code brought 
strong protests from theater 
owners. When a bottle of Vat 69 
appeared in “12 O’clock High,” 
20th Century-Fox was flooded 
with so many complaining let­ 
ters that anticommercialism be­ 
came strict studio policy. 
Look at Fox now. In “Good­ 
bye Charlie,” Debbie Reynolds 
will visit a posh beauty salon 
in which a bottle of Clairol is 
plainly visible. In “John Gold- 
farb, Please Come Home,” foot­ 
ball players will fly to a Middle 
East game via Lufthansa Air 
Lines. 
Why this burst of commercial­ 
ism? 
Insiders trace the trend from 
the decline of authoritarian stu­ 
dio rule and the rise of independ­ 
ent producers. Nearly all film 
makers now realize the value of 
commercial tie-ups in promoting 
products. 
There are other advantages.

In the case of “What a Way to 
Go!” Winston’s loanded Fox $2- 
million worth of jewels to use in 
the picture. 
The tie-ups can mean savings 
of money in production. Car 
firms like Chrysler offer the 
free use of new autos in films 
and by executives. Airlines pro­ 
vide free overseas traved in re­ 
turn for plugs. Some of the air­ 
lines will provide stock footage 
of landings, the use of aircraft 
in airport scenes and even cut­ 
away cabins for interior shots. 
There are also hints of cash 
payments or supplies of prod­ 
ucts in return for mentions in 
films. 
The practice seems likely to 
continue.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - For 
three centuries American Ne­ 
groes had been waiting at the 
gate that kept them in the Jim 
Crow cellar of American life. 
Then on May 17, 1954 the Su­ 
preme Court unlocked it for 
Them. 
That was IO years ago but 
Negroes have been able to push 
it open only very slowly. 
On that far-reaching day in 
May the court said public school 
segregation because of a child’s 
race was wrong, that it meant 
unequal 
treatment 
and 
was 
therefore unconstitutional. But 
the ruling really went far be­ 
yond schools. 
For in effect the court said 
the very principle of segrega­ 
tion is wrong, which meant 
from then on Negroes could 
fight with confidence against all 
forms of segregation and dis­ 
crimination in public places. 
They have been fighting since 
And many white people — in­ 
cluding the clergy — who had 
no racial prejudice but had sat 
idly by through the decades un­ 
til 1954 have joined them in the 
struggle. 
But prejudiced whites are an 
obstinate army who never real 
ly believed the Declaration of 
Independence 
which said all 
men are created equal and have 
tried to ignore or defy the court 
in preserving segregation and 
discrimination. 
Even some white Christian 
churches still refuse to let Ne­ 
groes in. And Negroes are dis­ 
covering, if they doubted it, that 
the South has no monopoly on 
prejudice. They have found it 
intensely against them in the 
North, too. 
Negroes, with increasing con­ 
fidence and swelling numbers, 
have sought to batter down the 
barriers in a thousand places, 
a hundred ways, North and 
South through sit-ins, lie-downs, 
marches, freedom rides, dem­ 
onstrations 
and court fights 
against discrimination in voting, 


schools, 
housing, 
restaurants, 
unions. 
As the struggle grows, so does 
violence, which causes national 
concern. 
Thomas Jefferson, who wrote 
the Declaration of Independence 
in 1776 and had slaves but 
sought to end slavery, also had 
concern about the future when 
he thought about the condition 
of the Negro in America. 
He said: “I tremble for my 
country when I reflect that God 
is just.” 
If it had not been for that 
court decision of IO years ago 
the American Negro might still 
be suffering discrimination in 
comparative silence for the law 
—or the court’s interpretation of 
the law — was again him. 
Police would probably have 
felt far freer to smash Negro 
protests because of a decision 
of the Supreme Court in 1896 
which said segregation was con­ 
stitutional. 
It wasn’t until 20 years later 
that Negroes were able to begin 
chipping away at that decision. 
This was against a discrimina­ 
tory housing ordinance in Louis­ 
ville. But the fight thereafter 
was tortured and slow. 
The real march began in the 
1930s when the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People decided on a 
strategy which was crowned 
with the final triumph of 1954 
This was the strategy: but ny 
bit, case by case, fight all the

way up to the Supreme Court 
specifi ceases of discrimination, 
like segregation of Negroes on 
buses, 
trains, 
in 
graduate 
schools. They won case after 
case but never total victory. 
In each specific case the court 
might say the segregation prac­ 
ticed was wrong without ruling 
out the principle of segregation. 
That finally came IO years ago, 
thus wiping out completely the 
decision of 1896. 
Negro agitation will increase 
this summer and even if Con­ 
gress approves the kind of civil 
rights bill the Negroes want it 
will still be, as their leadership 
has said, only a part of what 
they feel is their due.

Voters OK 
142 of 795 
School Issues 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—This 
is a good year to get a school 
bond issue passed, a survey in­ 
dicates. 
The survey, by the research 
division of the Ohio Education 
Association, said that 142 of the 
195 bond issues and tax levies 
submitted to the voters in Ohio 
were approved in Tuesday’s 
primary. A year ago, one out 
of every two such issues on the 
ballot was defeated. 
A new law may have had 
something to do with the figures 
A year ago, bond issues needed 
60 per cent approval and tax 
levies needed 55 per cent. Now 
it is only a majority. 
In 1962, voters approved 32 
per cent of the bond issues and 
69 per cent of the tax levies. 
This year It was 71.4 per cent 
approval for bonds and 73.4 per 
cent for tax levies, the associa­ 
tion reports. 
The survey said boards of 
education this year submitted 
to voters 56 bond issues total­ 
ing $52.2 million. Approved were 
40 issues worth $36.6.

Geneva the United States still 
holds a neat trading advantage 
over most other nations. Can it 
make this stick? 
American exports still exceed 
Imports by impressive figures. 
In recent months many nations 
have 
been 
increasing 
the 
amount of American goods they 
buy. 
The surplus in U.S. trade with 
other nations looked especially 
good rn the December-January- 
Februarv period. Then it was 
running at an annual rate of 
more than $7 billion. This went 
a long way toward wiping out 
any deficit caused by expendi­ 
tures of American dollars for 
other things — tourism, foreign 
aid, military commitments, pri­ 
vate investments. 
In March imports increased 
at a faster pace than did ex 
ports. This trend could quicken 
if the federal tax cut induces a 
business boom that opens more 
markets to foreign materials 
and goods. 
The American negotiators at 
Geneva are afraid that pro­ 
tectionism is increasing among 
other nations, especially the six 
in the European Common Mar­ 


ket. This could close doors to 
American products. 
The Geneva meeting is the 
preliminary for hard-nosed bar- : 
gaining by some 70 nations that 
may go on for a long time. Of­ 
ficially the talks are known as 
the sixth conference of the Gen- • 
oral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade — GATT — devised to 
lower trade barriers. 
Each nation naturally would 
like to see the others cut tariffs. 
The United States would like to 
see many tariffs cut as much as 
50 per cent by all nations. 
Its talking point is that this 
would make it easier for every­ 
one to sell in world markets. 
Producers 
would 
benefit. 
So 
would consumers. As standards 
of living rise, so would produc­ 
tion volume. 
The 70 nations pretty much 
agree on the virtues of increas­ 
ing exports—their exports. The 
trouble comes over increasing 
imports — and everything ex­ 
ported by one nation has to be 
imported by another. 
The European Common Mar­ 
ket — France, West Germany, 
Italy, the Netherlands, Belgium 
and Luxembourg — has seen 
its industries grow strong in

years. As their production costs 
rise they become increasingly 
sensitive to the competition of 
imports of American goods, and 
their farmers dislike American 
produce on their markets. 
In tile United States a number 
of industries complain of grow­ 
ing imports of lower priced 
foregn items. 
The United States is urging 
its producers to export more, to 
try harder to cultivate foreign 
markets. At Geneva the devel­ 
oping nations complain that if 
they are to take more American 
i n d u s t r i a l and consumer 
products, they must get higher' 
prices for their raw materials,!

Americans pay more for these 
foreign metals and foodstuffs, 
the U.S. cost of living rises, and 
also the cost of producing Amer­ 
ican goods.

There is, of course, no disput­ 
ing tastes, but I find the grow­ 
ing tendency of the Pulitzer 
trustees to skip awards in con­ 
troversial cases to be just one 
mort manifestation of the tim­ 
idity that is coming to prevail 
more and more in academic 
and cultural circdes. Unusual 
teachers are not wanted (see 
the Tufts treatment of Profes­ 
sor Woodrow 
Wilson 
Sayre). 
Dance 
choreographers 
w h o 
work in the indigenous Ameri­ 
can grain are passed over in 
favor of stereotyped European 
ballet (see the Ford Founda­ 
tion’s refusal to aid anybody in 
the newer American tradition 
when it is giving away its mil­ 
lions). We livei n an age of Es­ 
tablishments, very much like 
the late Hellenic period who 
could only attempt to imitate 
what had had vitality in the 
brave Periclean days. 
I didn’t see many plays dur­ 
ing 1963, but Arthur Miller’s 
After the Fall” was certainly 
worth a Pulitzer Prize if there 
weren’t better bits of dramatic 
writing 
around. 
Quite 
aside 
from the question of taste (Mr 
Miller may have rushed things 
a bit in putting episodes from 
the life of his second wife, Mari­ 
lyn Monroe, on the stage), “Aft­ 
er the Fall” happens to be the 
only mature play Mr. Mi d l e r 
has ever written. It marked 
Mr. Miller’s emancipation from 
an old tendency to see human 
life in terms of the popular Left­ 
ist cliches that so bemuse the 
modern intellectuals. Inasmuch 
as Mr. M i l l e r never fails to 
be theatrically effective, it must 
rank as quite an oversight that 
such a combination of good 
thinking and good drama as 
“After the Fall” should be con­ 
sidered non-ward material. 
The failure to honor Arthur 
Miller was quite in line with the 
Pulitzer refusal to give the 1962 
prize to Edward Albee’s “Who’s 
Afraid of Virginia Woolf?” Ad­ 
mittedly, the Albee play wallow­ 
ed a bit in the gutter through 
a couple of acts, but it ended 
up on a grand note of compas­ 
sion. Like the Miller play, it 
sent you home furiously think­ 
ing. 
The refusal of the Pulitzer 
board to give the 1963 novel 
award to Mary McCarthy for

The familiar expression “only 
skin deep” does an injustice to 
a very remarkable organ of the 
body. For the skin is an organ, 
and functions in m a n y ways 
other then just as a protective 
covering of the body. 
Cooperating as it does with 
other body systems, the s k i n 
provides helpful clues for phy­ 
sicians — sometimes the ear­ 
liest clues — in tracking down 
the nature of an illness. 
There are, of course, many 
conditions of the skin that are 
totally unrelated to other parts 
of the body. These are not symp­ 
toms, but specific conditions or 
diseases of the skin itself. 
But there are many changes 
or abnormalities of the s k i n 
— rashes, discolorations, thick­ 
enings — that are so charact­ 
eristic of certain body illness- 
e that the physician frequently 
is able to make his diagnosis 
from the skin symptoms. 
The well - known itchy giant 
hives are immediately recogniz­ 
ed as evidence of an a l l e r g y 
Skin sensitivity to drugs, foods 
or other allergens places the 
body on guard to avoid further 
contact with these substances. 
A diffuse yellowish jaundiced 
tinge of the skin alerts the pa­ 
tient and the physician to the 
need for immediate study. 
Enlargement of the tiny blood 
vessels of the f a c e , when ac­ 
companied by other symptoms, 
can often indicate a general 
body condition. 


Petechiae, s m a l l “broken 
blood vessels” on the skin sur­ 
face, have special meaning to 
the doctor when a diagnosis 
must be made. 
Even illnesses of the stom­ 
ach and intestines, the liver and 
the spleen can produce special 
kinds of skin spots that guide 
the physician in detecting th® 
d i s e a s e and in determine 
treatment. 
Abnormal deposits of p i g- 
ment, or a lack of pigment, re­ 
flect certain body conditions. 
Unusual growth of h a i r , in 
both the male and the female, 
is often a bancrometer to the fu- 
tioning of the hormone glands. 
Small blisters on the surface 
of the skin of the face and chest 
may be symptomatic of th® 
shingles ( or herpes zoster) of a 
virus infection. 
A collection of yellowish pig­ 
ment in the skin of the upper 
eyelid is frequently an indica­ 
tion of a general systemic con­ 
dition. 
Changes or abnormalities of 
the skin are not always indica­ 
tions of a health problem. Y e t 
they frequently represent early 
s i g n s of a body condition that 
can be e a s i l y controlled or 
cured. 
The skin has greater “depth” 
than is generally accredited to 
it. For the physician, it often 
represents one of the most im­ 
portant elements in the estab­ 
lishment of a diagnosis.

Most Prices OK at Fair 


NEW YORK (AP)—As mil-| 
lions of parents will in the com­ 
ing months.

By CYNTHIA LOWRY 
AP Television-Radio Writer 
NEW YORK (AP)—The half­ 
hour action show, once the most 
popular television form, is now 
obsolete. 
It told a short story in the 
most uncomplicated form — the 
bad guys hijacked the truck or 
held up the bank. The good 
guys tracked them down. There 
was a shootout or fist fight and 
the good guys won every time 
There was no time for sub­ 
plots, counterplots or character 
development. Hollywood turned 
them out like sausages and they 
were all over the channels for 
years until they were replaced 
by the hour-long action shows 
CBS”'Brenner,” which moved 
into the network’s lineup Sun­ 
day night, is a series of half 
hour shows made five or six 
years ago. Like the original 
half-hour “Naked City” series, 
it tried to get away from the 
stereotyped cops and robbers 
show and inject, some realism. 
It did not work out very well 
then — the series was short­ 
lived — and even today, accus­ 
tomed as we are to realism and 
character development, it still 
isn’t right. 
Sunday night’s episode — one 
of several never shown before 
—had a mere suggestion of 
crime for plot — a planned pier 
robbery. The story focused on a 
frightened informer who feared 
his stool pigeon role had been 
discovered by the criminals, 
and on a worried police lieuten 
ant concerned about the man’s 
safety. Except for a brief burst 
of action at the end, it was slow 
going. 
In sharp contrast was ABC’s 
rerun of one of the most inter 
eating episodes of “Arrest and 
Trial.” It demonstrated that 
character 
development, 
well 
handled, can be more fascinat­ 
ing than a shootout in a police 
tale. Roddy McDowell, in a per­ 
formance that won him 
an 
“Emmy” 
nomination, 
played 
masterfully the role of a dis­ 
turbed young man, at mice sen­ 
timental poet and arrogant sav­ 
age killer. 
CBS’S “The Defenders” on 
Saturday was also a thoughtful 
character study — and a rather 
frightening one at that. It was 
the story of an ignorant young 
working man who was involved 
in a fight with a stranger. The 
man was killed and turned out 
to be an important Cuban Com­ 
munist. 
The drama showed how Hie 
obscure man reacted when he 
suddenly became a hero and a 
cause celebre for super-patriotic 
groups. He enjoyed the lime­ 
light so much he finally con­ 
vinced himself that he had de­ 
liberately committed a patriotic 
assassination.

figures are not comparable.”

‘$99,834,000 for the school milk 
program does not appear in the 
1965 budget. It means that a 
program that heretofore was al­ 
ways part of the agriculture 
budget is being paid for out of 
another pocket. Here is almost 
IOO million that is no saving at 
all. 
“Another example is the com­ 
modity credit corporation ac­ 
count. The 1965 budget asks for 
$1,724,OOO,(XX) to reimburse the 
CCC for the money it lost in 
government crop operations in 
1963. But the CCC actually lost 
$2,654,900,000 in 1963, In other 
years, the full amount of the 
losses has been included in the 
budget two years hence. In or­ 
der to give the appearance of 
economy, the President’s ad­ 
visors decided not to ask for the 
full reimbursement this year, 
which only mean that CC must 
get the balance another time. 
This is a phony saving of $930,- 
900,000.”

LIHUE, Kauai (AP)—Enter­ 
tainer Frank Sinatra planned to 
return to work today directing 
and starring in his new film, 
apparently suffering no ill-ef- 
fects from his near drowning on 
Kauai Island. 
Sinatra was rescued Sunday 
after an undertow swept him 
seaward. 
Although exhausted, 
Sinatra was not harmed, a phy­ 
sician reported. 
The movie company’s publi­ 
cist, Harry Friedman, said Sin­ 
atra insisted he continue film­ 
ing today in spite of the incident. 
Sinatra is making the movie— 
“None But the Brave” — on 
Kauai. 
Mrs. Howard Koch, the wife of 
Sinatra’s 
executive 
producer, 
also had to be rescued. 
Sinatra and Mrs. Koch were 
swimming near Sinatra’s rented 
cottage, close to the Coco Palms 
Hotel on the east coast of the 
island, which is about IOO miles 
from Honolulu on Oahu Island. 
A big wave dragged the two 
out to sea. Sinatra was pulled 
further out than Mrs. Koch, ac­ 
cording to Friedman, who est! 
mated the distance at 200 yards 
Although considered a fairly 
good swimmer, Sinatra could 
not return to shore, Friedman 
said. Someone at the nearby ho­ 
tel called the Kapaa fire sta­ 
tion.

NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market last week ended a two- 
week digestion of its previous 
gains and advanced to record 
peaks in the popular averages. 
Prices rose on every one of 
the five trading days except 
the last. The advance on aver­ 
age was the greatest weekly 
gain of 1964. 
The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks rose 3.4 to 306.5, 
its largest weekly advance since 
the week ended Dec. 7. When it 
gained 3.7.

marked the fifth 
straight daily rise by the m ar­ 
ket and put popular market in­ 
dicators to the following rec­ 
ord peaks: 
AP average, 307.4; Standard

The Dow industrials closed 
the week at 828.57, for a sub­ 
stantial net gain of 11.47. 
Volume was 26,796,270 shares 
compared with 27,811,850 the 
previous week.
